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Tyre blast victim 
‘best family man’ 


A GRIEVING family 
have paid tribute to 
a “devoted husband 
and father” who was 
killed while check¬ 
ing his lorry’s tyres. 

HGV driver Marshall 
Bell was found in a 
lay-by off the A14 at 
Haughley, Suffolk, at 
around 12.25pm last 
Thursday. 

Mr Bell, of East Fen Com¬ 
mon, Soham, had parked 
his lorry in the lay-by and 
got out to check his tyres, as 
he had done on a regular 
basis for the past 30 years. 

But one of the tyres 
exploded in front of the 51 
year old in the carriageway, 
where emergency services 
found him. 

The A14 was closed in 
both directions to allow an 
air ambulance to land but 
the dedicated family man 
could not be revived. 

His wife Tracey found out 
about his tragic death 
around two hours after the 
explosion when a police 
woman called to break the 
news. 

It was down to her to 
then tell their 11-year-old 
daughter, Daisy, and Mr 
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Bell’s three step-children, 
Bradley Waters, 21, 
Matthew Waters, 18 and 15- 
year-old Holly Waters. 

Mr Bell’s family were still 
struggling to come to terms 
with the heart-breaking 
news but they told the 
Weekly News that he was 
the “best family man” they 
could have ever wished for. 

Mrs Bell, 42, said: “Things 
are still sinking in and it is 
really hard to come to 
terms with. 

“Marshall was a devoted 
husband, father and step¬ 
father and he will be sorely 
missed. 

“We are all in total shock 
and cannot believe we have 
lost the best family man we 
could have ever wished for.” 

She explained how her 
husband had been a lorry 
driver since the age of 21 
and said the family had 
lived in the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire area for dec¬ 
ades. 

An inquest into Mr Bell’s 
death was opened and 
adjourned last Friday at the 
coroner’s office in Bury St 
Edmunds.

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VILLAGERS have praised police 
after a “hideous” scrap yard was 
raided in a crackdown last week. 

Three men were arrested following a 
dramatic bust on an unlicensed scrap yard 
on Cophall Drove, Pymoor 
More than 20 police officers swooped 
on the premises at 7.30am last Wednesday 
after health and safety concerns were 
raised by the Environment Agency (EA). 

Investigations carried out by the EA 
confirmed that the site was operating 
without a relevant scrap yard licence. As a 
result, the hundreds of scrap cars, lorries, 
tractors and trailers on the yard pose a ser¬ 
ious fire hazard and could be potentially 
toxic to the environment. 

One resident, who did not want to be 
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named, was on his way to work when he 
saw the police cars descend on the yard. 

He said: “I live in the village and work 
the other side of Ely so I am forced to drive 
by that hideous place on a daily basis. 

“Everyone complains about the state of 
it. There are old vehicles and rubbish piled 
up to the skies. 

“I think everyone is pleased that police 
have finally cracked down on the owners.” 

Another villager said: “So many people 
are sick of the scrap yard and the image it 
gives to people coming into Pymoor. 

“This raid is good news for all but 
unfortunately is a bit long overdue.” 


As well as unlawful scrap vehicles and 
IT equipment that was found on the yard, 
which the owners also run as a farm, 
police officers also discovered an 
unlicensed shotgun and a number of 
neglected exotic birds on site. 

Three men from the address, aged 75, 
47 and 42, have been arrested on susp¬ 
icion of environmental offences. 

All three have been bailed to appear at 
Parkside police station, Cambridge, on 
lune 25. 

The 75 year old man has also been 
charged with possession of a shotgun 
without a licence. He will appear at Ely 
Magistrates Court on April 16. 

The owners of the birds have also been 
warned that RSPCA charges may be 
considered.

A GREEN-FINGERED 
new manager has 
been appointed at 
Ely railway station. 

Alan Neville has 
taken over as area 
manager at the Nat¬ 
ional Express East 
Anglia-owned stat¬ 
ion. 

But it is not just 
trains and passen¬ 
gers that Mr Neville, 
who lives locally, is 
taking care of. 

As a keen gardener, 
he has been giving 
the station some 
welcome horticult¬ 
ural attention, in¬ 
cluding clearing 
shrubbery, pruning 
unruly branches and 
turning over flower 
beds. 

And residents and 
commuters have 
already compliment¬ 
ed the manager’s 
gardening abilities. 

Mr Neville said: “It 
is important to create 
a pleasant and wel¬ 
coming environment 
for our customers. 

“Maintaining the 
station’s gardens to a 
high standard is an 
effective way of 
doing this.” 
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WASTE and recycling services in the 
Ely area will finally get a shake-up, 
councillors have vowed. 

Furious readers have bombarded the 
Weekly News with complaints about their 
deliveries and collections ever since East 
Cambridgeshire District Council entered into 
a new waste contract with Veolia Environ¬ 
mental Services Ltd in March last year. 

Since then, the company has received more 
than £2 million to collect residents’ rubbish 
and recycling and deliver it to nearby waste 
management firm Donarbon, in Waterbeach. 

But only a year down the line, council 
chiefs have called for a major review of the 
service, adding there are issues that would be 
too “naive to ignore”. 

More than 2,000 complaints have been 
registered since the launch in fanuary of a 
£15,000 complaint hotline. 

A council report shows that most comp¬ 
laints relate to missed collections, the 
incorrect number of replacement sacks being 
left behind, boxes being thrown at rather than 
placed at properties and an overall lack of 
customer care. 

The council is also entangled in a legal dis¬ 
pute with the contractor over chewing gum 
removal, replacement of black boxes, the 
provision of additional brown sacks and litter 
picking off the A14 and A11. 

Members of the internal overview and 
scrutiny committee held an urgent meeting 
last Friday to “take stock” of the problems. 

And after a number of recommendations 
from concerned members, the council has 
confirmed it will be putting pressure on Veolia 
to improve staff training. 

It also wants to find out ways of explaining 
to the public how to make better use of the 
district’s recycling services and to introduce 
bulk delivery of refuse sacks. 

Cllr David Brown, head of waste and 
recycling, said: “Over the last year we have 
experienced a number of issues with the 
district’s waste and recycling service. 

“We know there is room for improvement 
so it would have been naive to ignore the 
issues. We want to be seen as an authority 
which is leading on the recycling rates and I 
assure residents that as well as making sure 
we get the basics right we will do all we can to 
improve our district’s standing.” 

The council has also spent money on 
employing a new part-time community 
recycler, who will take over in May. 

The appointed person will go from door- 
to-door informing residents about their waste 
disposal duties. 

Cllr Michael Allan, chairman of the internal 
overview and scrutiny committee, said: 
“While it is easy to pull apart a service, it is 
our role to make suggestions to how some¬ 
thing could be improved. 

“We have made a number of recommend¬ 
ations which we believe will make a diff¬ 
erence and ensure residents get a waste and 
recycling service they can trust.”

feet. 

“These eggs then hatch 
and the worms eat away at 


their toes causing a great 
deal of pain and some of 
the children have to walk 
on their heels. 

“I decided I had to do 
something to help these 
children and I want to 
raise enough money to buy 
the school desks, benches, 
school equipment and 
hopefully toilets and clean 
water.” 

The bowling marathon is 
being held to raise further 
funds for the school and 
will run from 7-11pm. 

There will be 10 pin 
bowling, raffles, prizes and 
other fun-filled activities 
on the night.

TWO teenagers took to the skies 
and leapt more than 13,000ft in 
memory of their much-loved 
school friend, Sarah Oldham. 

Harriet Goodfellow, 16, and 
Victoria Saville,17, conquered 
their nerves to make their long- 
awaited parachute jump on 
Sunday. 

The pair had hoped to raise 
£2,000 for two charities - the 
Neuro-critical Care Unit (NCCU) 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, where 
Sarah was cared for before her 
death, and The Dog’s Trust, which 
was a cause close to Sarah’s 
heart. 

But the daring duo’s dogged 
fundraising and determined 
attitude has seen them raise more 
than £2,500 so far, with 
sponsorship money still pouring 
in. 

The girls, who both work at 
Simon Taylor’s Hairdressing, on 
Fore Hill, Ely, decided to raise the 
money for the NCCU following the 


tragic death of their 17-year-old 
friend in January. 

Sarah was on her way home 
from work on Monday, January 
12, when the car she was 
travelling in hit an electricity 
pylon on the A142 near Mepal. 

She suffered head and internal 
injuries and had to be cut free by 
fire crews before being taken to 
Addenbrooke’s, where she later 
died with her family beside her. 

Lucy Goodfellow, Harriet’s 
mum, said: “I am so proud of 
Harriet and Victoria. 

“The parachute jump was 
fantastic but I’m not sure whether 
they would do it again - they both 
seemed really overwhelmed. 

“There were dozens of friends 
and family there to support them, 
including Sarah’s dad Mike, 
which was lovely.”

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Jail for man’s drunken 
attack on his workmate 


A DRUNKEN lout who in¬ 
flicted serious head injuries 
on a workmate in a frenzied 
attack has been jailed for 12 
months. 

Hayden Robins launched a vicious 
assault on pal Kelvin Yardy outside a 
takeaway in Ely after the pair had 
been drinking together at the city’s 
Beet Social Club, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard last week. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said the 
father of four was seen repeatedly 
punching Mr Yardy in the face after 
knocking him to the ground. 

“Witnesses saw the defendant 
rugby tackling him to the ground, 
holding him down by the scruff of his 
neck and pinning him down”, she 
said. 

“One of them shouted ‘Get off his 
throat’ and saw him punch Mr Yardy 
while he was unconscious. 

“He [Mr Yardy] remembers he was 
on the floor and that he was being 
strangled. He then woke up in 
hospital.” 

Robins walked off, leaving his 
colleague from DM Doors, based in 
Ely, lying unconscious in the street. 

His victim suffered a brain haem¬ 
orrhage in the brutal attack on June 
28, which has left him with numb¬ 
ness in his arms, face and hands. 

As he is unable to work, he has 
been forced to give up his house and 
move back to his parents’ home, 
where they care for him.

Robins, 37, of Saffron Piece, Ely, 
eventually handed himself into 
police after discovering the extent of 
MrYardy’s injuries. 

He pleaded guilty to assault occ¬ 
asioning grievous bodily harm at 
Cambridge Crown Court on February 
26. 

Duncan O’Donnell, mitigating, 
said the head injuries were most 
likely caused when Robins and Mr 
Yardy fell to the ground in a tussle. 
But he added Robins’ actions could 
not be excused. 

“By punching the man in the head 
three times while on the ground, he 
went beyond self-defence,” he said. 

The court also heard that Robins 
had a history of drink-related off¬ 
ences, including five convictions for 
drink-driving in the past five years. 

The latest offence saw him handed 
a two-month suspended sentence in 
December 2007, which he admitted 
breaching. 

Jailing him for 12 months, Judge 
Jonathan Haworth said the victim’s 
injuries were so serious that prison 
was his only option. He added: “The 
gravity of injuries in this case is an 
important part of the case.” 

He also sentenced Robins to two 
months in jail for breaching his 
suspended sentence, which will be 
served concurrently.

Butres was driving Nichols’ 
Jaguar at 113mph on their way 
back from a Nottingham race 
meeting when it “aquaplaned” 
into a broken down Lord Liesta 
on the Alnear Grantham. 

Mr Crompton, 20, and Ms 
Brown, 19, died in the collision 
and 36 year old Nick Brown 
suffered devastating injuries. 

Butres, who was said to be 
over the drink-drive limit, 
received a nine-year jail term 
after a Nottingham Crown 
Court jury convicted her of two 
counts of causing death by 


dangerous driving in October 
last year. 

Nichols, who was found 
guilty of aiding and abetting 
her, was jailed for five years. 

The businessman, of Carlby, 
and Butres, of Stamford, both 
in Lincolnshire, argued the 
juror’s words revealed clear bias 
on her part and the trial judge 
should have discharged her 
from the panel. 

A passenger who overheard 
the juror’s comments reported 
the matter as she was upset 
that jury members were openly 
discussing a serious criminal 
case in public. 

She was also concerned that 
one juror may have decided 
that the defendant was guilty 
before the case had finished, 
the Appeal Court heard. 

Both have now been released 
on bail. A venue and date for 
their re-trial has yet to be set.

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I f you’re growing tomatoes this 
year and you want to add some 
exotic-sounding types to your 
menu - doing your bit for 
preservation at the same time - a 
host of endangered tomato 
varieties are being championed in 
a new campaign. 
“Whippersnapper”, “Tiger Tom” 
and “Ryder’s Midday Sun” are 
some of the endangered tomato 
varieties being promoted in the, 

Dig Your Dinner campaign, an 
initiative by Seeds of Change, 
which has teamed up with organic 
growing charity, Garden Organic, 
to raise awareness of the benefits 
of diversity in variety. 

Research shows that only 9 per 
cent of gardeners experiment with 
growing different varieties, but you 
can do your bit to help save 10 
endangered tomato varieties for 
future generations if you join in the 
campaign, launched on March 31 
and supported by celebrity 
gardener Rachel de Thame. 
Varieties, such as the small plum 
variety “Auntie Madge’s”, “Bro’ad 
Ripple Yellow Currant”, which 
produces masses of sweet-tasting, 
tiny yellow fruit up to mid- 
November and the mild “Pink 
Cherry”, are available through 
Garden Organic’s Heritage Seed 
Library, which holds a collection of 
more than 800 endangered 
vegetable varieties facing 
extinction. 

“All the tomatoes have great 
flavour, are easy to grow whether 
on a windowsill, in a patio pot or 
vegetable plot, and are part of our 
British heritage which we should 
treasure and protect for future 
generations,” Rachel de Thame 
says. 

She offers the following tips: 

■ Start small if you’re a beginner. If 
you’ve limited space grow some 
tomatoes in a pot. 
n Try out some endangered 
varieties which have proved 
reliable, such as “My Girl”, which 
has medium to large, plum-shaped 
fruits with few seeds, or 
“Kenilworth”, a classic round, red 
sumptuous tomato with a sweet 
and herby flavour. 

■ Spring is the time to sow your 
seeds. They’re not hardy, so start 
them off inside - a greenhouse, or 
windowsill will do perfectly. Sow 
your seeds into a seed tray which 
has been filled with good quality 
seed compost, firmed gently and 
watered. 

■ Once they start to put on 
growth, they’ll need to be re-potted 
into larger containers to allow 
space for the rapidly developing 
root system. Keep moist and when 
the risk of late frosts has passed 
and the first flowers have appeared 
- usually some time in May - help 
the young plants to acclimatise 
gradually to outdoor conditions. 
Transfer them to their final growing 
position and secure the main stem 
to a sturdy cane. Keep them well 
fed and watered during the 
growing season. 

■ Tomatoes can often be affected 


by whitefly. To combat this 
organically be vigilant and look out 
for the eggs on the underside of 
the leaves, spraying them off with a 
blast of the hose or wiping 
thoroughly by hand. Greenfly 
(aphids) are also common and can 
be swept away with thumb and 
forefinger. 

■ Ladybirds feast on aphids, so 
encouraging them into your garden 
will also help to control them.

MIGRATING swans 
are being fitted with 
satellite transmitters 
to find out whether 
wind farms pose a 
threat to them. 

A flock of 50 whooper 
swans are being fitted with 
the tracking devices by 
scientists at the Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust 
(WWT) inWelney. 

Called Super Whooper 
2009, the project will 
enable the experts, as well 
as bird-loving members of 
the public, to monitor the 
swans’ progress as they fly 
from Fenland to their 
summer breeding grounds 
in Iceland. 

The research, which is 
being carried out for 
COWRIE (Collaborative 
Offshore Wind Research 
into the Environment) 
aims to assess the en¬ 
vironmental impacts of 
offshore wind farms. 

By mapping the swans’ 
migration routes, the 
heights and speeds at 
which they fly and the 
effects of weather cond¬ 
itions on their flight patt-

erns, it is hoped there will 
be data available to anal¬ 
yse the effects that wind 
farms in the Greater Wash 
and east Irish Sea have on 
the birds. 

The data will also be 
used to decide on the 
location of future wind 
farms. 

And to promote the 
importance of nature 
among children, local 
primary schools have 
been invited to adopt 


some of the birds and 
name them. 

So far, three of the 
swans have been adopted 
and named as Snow 
Cloud, Sky and Edmund. 

An interactive website 
has been set up to allow 
people to follow the birds’ 
journeys, including reg¬ 
ular blogs and maps to 
show their progress.

Some amazing facts about 

AMATEURS: Unlike the Derby, the Grand National often sees amateur riders taking on and beating the professionals. The 
big race was most recently won by a member of the unpaid ranks when journalist Marcus Armytage scored on Mr Frisk in 
1990. 

BECHER’S BROOK: The 1839 National gave us the legendary Becher’s Brook, jumped as the sixth and 22nd fence in the 
great race. Captain Martin Becher fell from his horse Conrad at the ditch and crawled into the brook to escape the rest of 
the field jumping on him. 

He is reported to have said he never knew water tasted so foul without whisky in it. There have been many fallers at this 
notorious fence since then and in 1990 Becher’s Brook was straightened and the ditch partially filled in to make it safer. 
DOUGLAS: Former British Lions rugby union international John Douglas won the Grand National as an owner in 1979. His 
10-year-old Rubstic scored at 25-1 to give Scotland its one and only success in the race. 

FAVOURITES: Rough Quest was the first winning favourite in 14 years when he scored at 7-1 in 1996 and market leader 
Earth Summit struck just two years later at the same odds. Golden Miller started the shortest-priced favourite ever in 1935 
at 2-1 but failed to complete the course. 

GREYS: Only two grey horses have ever won the Grand National in its 150-year history, The Lamb (1868 and 1871) and 
Nicolaus Silver (1961). 

JOCKEYS: Carl Llewellyn is the only jockey still riding to have won the Grand National twice, on Party Politics (1992) and 
Earth Summit (1998). 

LADY RIDERS: Charlotte Brew became the first woman to ride in the Grand National in 1977. Her mount Barony Fort 
refused at the fourth-last fence. Geraldine Rees was the first to complete the course, on Cheers in 1982. Rosemary 
Henderson, a 51-year-old grandmother, finished fifth on Fiddlers Pike in 1994. Carrie Ford will be trying to win this time 
aboard Forest Gunner. 

MOVIES: Aldaniti’s emotional 1981 success inspired the movie ‘Champions’. John Hurt portrayed Bob Champion, who 
fought back from cancer to land the National on a horse who overcame career-threatening injury himself. 

NICKEL: Nickel Coin was the last mare to win the Grand National, in 1951. Closest to scoring for the fairer sex in recent 
years have been Dubacilla and Ebony Jane, fourth in 1995 and 1994 respectively, and Auntie Dot, third in 1991. 
OUTSIDERS: Four horses have won the race at odds of 100-1, Tipperary Tim (1928), Gregalach (1929), Caughoo (1947) and 
Foinavon (1967). 

RED RUM: No horse can match Red Rum’s Grand National record. Winner of the race in 1973 and 1974, he was second the 
next two years before his historic third victory in 1977. After his retirement on the eve of the National in 1978, he regularly 
led the parade of runners before the start. He died in 1995 and is buried by the winning post at Aintree. 

VOLUPTUARY: Voluptuary, bred by Queen Victoria, had never jumped a fence before winning the National in 1884. He 
ended his career clearing a water jump night after night in the Grand National scene of the play ‘Prodigal Daughter’. 
WEDDINGS: Aintree racecourse is now licensed for wedding ceremonies. Couples can tie the knot in the Valentine suite of 
the Queen Mother stand before moving on to the Becher suite for a wedding breakfast, with the whole site available for 
memorable photographs. 

YOUNGEST: Bruce Hobbs was the youngest jockey to win the National, scoring on Battleship in 1938 at the age of 17. 
Oldest successful rider was 48-year-old Dick Saunders on Grittar in 1982. Tim Durant was the oldest jockey to complete the 
course, partnering Highlandie in 1968 at the age of 68. 

ZONGALERO: When Zongalero finished a length-and-a-half second to Rubstic in the 1979 National he completed an 
unhappy hat-trick. He had also been runner-up in the Mackeson Gold Cup and Massey-Ferguson Gold Cup and ended the 
season without a win to his name. 


COMPLY OR DIE Trainer: David Pipe. Last year's impressive winner appeared 
to have completely lost his way earlier this season with a couple of lifeless 
runs. However, with the blinkers put back on him he ran much better at 
Cheltenham. Sure to make a bold bid - even off 151b higher mark. 7

New curfew order for 
drunken assault man 


A DRUNKEN man who was 
put on a strict curfew after 
assaulting a councillor could 
not get his electronic tag 
fitted - because he was 
drunk again. 

Mark Garrod, 36, was ordered to 
stay at home between 7pm and 
7am every day after punching Cllr 
Andy Wright, leader of the ind¬ 
ependents on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Garrod claimed the councillor 
“poked his nose in” when he and 
his pregnant ex-girlfriend were 
rowing in a street in Littleport. But 
Cllr Wright said Garrod ran up to 
him and split his lip in what was an 
unprovoked attack. 

In February, Ely magistrates 
placed Garrod on a three-month 
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curfew order and told him to pay 
Cllr Wright £50 compensation. 

But when it came to be time to fit 
his electronic monitoring equip¬ 
ment later that day, he was too 
drunk and aggressive for it to go 
ahead. 

An officer from the monitoring 
company Serco left the property 
because she felt unsafe and failed 
to gain access to Garrod’s home, on 
Hawthorn Close, Littleport, on two 
more occasions. 

He was back at Ely courthouse 
last Thursday - exactly a month 
after he was sentenced - where he 
admitted failing to allow officers 
access on three separate occasions. 


The bench heard how on 
February 26 he had argued with his 
parents, after which he drank too 
much. 

Anne Gray, mitigating, said the 
reason an officer could not fit the 
equipment the following day was 
because he had been asked to leave 
home after another row with his 
parents, and he was not there. 

On the third occasion, February 
28, he did not hear the officer 
knocking on the door at around 
9.40pm because he was sleeping 
heavily after taking sleeping tablets. 

Garrod, who has recently moved 
to an address in Upton Place, 
Littleport, had his curfew revoked 
and was given a new four-month 
curfew with the same conditions. 

He was also ordered to pay £65 
court costs.

THE line-up for the 45th 
Cambridge Folk Festival has 
been announced. 

The event, packed with acts from 
all over the globe, includes favourites 
such as three-time Grammy Award 
winner Lucinda Williams, playing her 
only UK festival date, and indie band 
The Zutons. 

The line-up, dubbed “eclectic and 
exciting” by organisers, also includes 
iconic instrumentalist and songwriter 
Booker T Jones, who is releasing his 
first album in 10 years, and perennial 
crowd-pleasers The Saw Doctors and 
Jim Moray. 

The announcement comes days

Buy - before prices go up 


JUST what Britain’s new 
car market didn’t need 
right now - an 
announcement by Ford 
that there will be a 3.75 
per cent price increase 
across-the-board from 
April 1. 

Kia is upping prices by 
around 3 per cent fromthis 
week as well. 

The Blue Oval’s 
management has acted to 
protect jobs here, and 
rightly points out that the 
weakness of the sterling 
against the euro had a huge 
negative impact - “well into 
NINE figures” - on Ford’s 


UK business in 2008. 

That 3.75 per cent rise 
might sound a lot, but only 
the priciest of Fords, such 
as the Focus Coupe 
Cabriolet, which will cost 
£1,000 more in April, see 
their tags soar. 

The firm’s city car, the Ka, 
will cost an extra £50, but 
even that will wipe out a 
chunk of the gains buyers 
have made on the recent 
drop in petrol and diesel 
prices. 

Nigel Sharp, managing 
director of Ford Britain, is
